ExU'nHion  Program 

Announcement  by  President  W.  M.  Neal 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  that  Diesel 
locomotives  will  replace  coal-operating  units 
on  the  Esquimau  & Nanaimo  Railway  in  an 
equipment  program  to  cost  $1,700,000  will 
be  received  with  interest  The  .size  of  the 
program  u evidence  that  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific Railway  values  its  Vancouver  Island 
services,  and  intends  to  keep  them  up  to 
standard  as  the  years  go  on.  While  this  out- 
lay may  retard  or  delay  harbor  development. 
Mr.  Neal  indicated  that  the  steamship  ter- 
minals also  were  being  borne  in  mind. 

A decade  ago  the  gradual  substitution  of 
fuel  oil  for  coal  was  causing  mo^re  concern 
in  Canada  than  it  does  today.  Coal  measures 
on  Vancouver  Island  have  diminished  sub- 
stantially. The  efficiency  of  oil  over  coal 
for  some  classes  of  railway  work  has  been 
established.  Particularly  in  forested  areas 
there  is  a gain  from  the  oil  locomotive,  which 
IS  lew  of  a fire  menace  in  the  woods,  and 
Island  rails  run  through  timber  stands  for 
most  of  the  way. 

What  IS  most  encouraging,  however,  u the 
fact  that  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  is 
looking  at  British  Columbia  with  its  eyes 
on  tomorrow.  Many  evidences  of  that  have 
been  given  in  the  visit  of  Mr.  Neal  and  the 
directors  which  concluded  here  yesterday.  It 
is  with  assurance  and  confidence  that  British 
Columbia  is  facing  its  own  future,  and  that 
is  reflected  in  the  program  of  such  enierpnse.s 
as  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.

1 his  announcement  will 
be  of  some  importance  to  parents  concerned, 
specially  in  cases  where  stu^nts  have  come 
fwre  from  distant  places. 


TfmpfraDce  Education 

The  anomaly  of  one  -department  of  gov- 
ernment teaching  restraint  in  the  consump- 
tion of  alcohol  while  another  fattens  provin- 
cial revenues  through  its  sale  notwithstand- 
ing. much  interest  will  attach  to  the  program 
of  temperance  education  to  which  the  British 
Columbia  Government  is  now  committed. 
The  persuasion  of  a large  population  as  to 
the  “proper  use  of  alcohol.'*  as  the  program 
ii  defined,  will  unddubtedly  be  a long  and 
patient  endeavour.  No  quick  revolution  in 
human  habits  is  to  be  expected,  and,  as  with 
most  educational  ventures,  the  result  is  likely 
to  become  apparent  mainly  with  the  emerg- 
ence of  future  generations  into  adulthood. 

While  it  it  indicated  that  a middle  road 
will  be  attempted,  with  no  undue  emphasis 
on  the  extreme  pros  and  coni,  education  in 
the  use  of  alcohol  must  of  necessity  be  poinl- 
td«in  a definite  direction.  Since  there  is  con- 
siderable divergence  of  opinion  as  to  what 
constitutes  the  “propef  ' use  of  this  beverage, 
it  is  well  that  extreme  propaganda  against 
alcohol  in  loto  i«  to  be  avoided,  if  indeed  any 
government  which  derives  a large  part  of  its 
revenue  from  this  source  could  afford  to 
countenance  its  extinction.  In  any  case  the 
iuuc  is  not  one  of  prohibition  but  of  tem- 
perance. a dutinetion  not  always  drawn 
clearly  by  those  who  miy  favor  the  former. 

It  is  temperance,  however,  that  will  be 
advocated  throughout  the  various  media 
adopted  by  the  new  department  for  the  ex- 
tension of  irs  educational  program.  What 
apparently  could  not  be  effected  by  legisla- 
tion will  be  aitempted'by  persuasion,  prob- 
ably the  only  real  method  of  effecting  changes 
in  social  habits  where  contrary  views  art  held 
As  t))t.  first  province  in  Canada  to  follow  the 
example  of  temperance  edocatont  elsewhere 
on  this  continent,  the  British  Columbia  ex- 
periment will  no  doubt  attract  the  attention 
of  other  parts  of  the  Dominion  faced  with 
similar  problems. 

One  otbl^  anomaly  in  connection  with  the 
plan  to  teach  the  “proper " use  ot  alcohol  m 
thaa  province  might  be  in  passing.  A 

nationwide  aesreh  was  made  for  a specially' 
qualified  official  to  take  charge  of  the  program. 
A salary  of  $10,000  a year  was  offered,  but 
there  were  no  soitahlc  bidders.  The  requisite 
person  to  direct  the  new  atudia  was  found  in 
the  ranks  of  the  Government  service:  but  bis 
remuneration  for  tbit  difficult  aseignmenl  has 
Mt  M a eooaidarably  amaller  figvt. 


Why  the  Secret? 

Victoria  as  well  as  other  municipalities 
bereft  of  sizable  revenue  because  of  govern- 
mental property‘boldingi  within  their  boun- 
daries would  raise  a speculative  eyebrow  as 
they  read  of  Halifax's  successful  if  unnamed 
method  of  winning  concessions  from  tbs  Ca- 
nadian National  Railways  anent  a similar 
problem  So  far  as  the  deuili  arc  concerned, 
the  deal  has  remained  secret,  to  the  edification 
of  Haligonians  and  possibly  the  chagrin  of 
other  cities.

We  are  told  that  civic  authorities  found 
a loophole  in  the  railroad's  argument  for  ex- 
emption. apparently  of  such  force  at  to  cause 
the  collapse  of  further  opposition  by  railway 
officials.  Beyond  that  secrecy  reigns.  The 
mayor  of  Halifax  declinw  to  reveal  how  be 
brought  the  C N R.  to  his  way  of  thinking, 
and  suggests  that  his  silence  is  part  of  the 
bargain  he  had  to  pay  for  the  agreement.
